Annuity  Board 
Meets  In  Dallas

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  held 
its  annual  meeting  in  Dallas  on  March 
8,  with  a  large  attendance  of  both  the 
local  and  state  members. 

Dr.  Walter  A.  Alexander  was  re¬ 
elected  Executive  Secretary,  and  Dr. 
Wallace  Bassett  was  re-elected  as 
President  of  the  Board.  All  other  of¬ 
ficers  and  department  heads  were  also 
re-elected. 

Reports  revealed  that  1949  was  the 
greatest  year  in  the  Board's  history. 
The  assets  of  the  Board  now  total 
$17,813,434.  an  increase  of  $2,519,341 
during  the  year.  There  are  now  18.812 
persons  holding  annuity  certificates, 
ahd  2.373  persons  received  annuity 
benefit  payments  during  the  year, 
those  payments  totaling  $1,103,797. 
Twenty-seven  widows  are  now  receiv¬ 
ing  annuties  through  the  Widow's 
Supplementary  Annuity  Plan. 

It  should  be  understood  by  our 
people  that  the  assets  held  by  the 
Board  are  trust  funds  consisting  large¬ 
ly  of  annuity  certificate  payments  by 
members,  and  that  all  will  eventually 
be  paid  out  to  those  certificate  hold¬ 
ers.  The  Board  does  not  exist  for  Itself 
nor  does  it  have  funds  it  can  call  its 
own",  as  all  its  funds,  except  relief 
funds,  are  for  the  payment  of  an-

Nashville,  Tenn.— (BRI— Wake 
Forest.  N.  C.,  has  been  selected  as  the 
recommended  site  for  the  new  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  seminary  to  be  located 
the  East  by  the  Committee  on 
Theological  Education  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention.  A  statement 
of  the  Committee’s  "action  was  draft¬ 
ed  by  Louie  D.  Newton,  Georgia;  C.

▲  copy  of  Dr.  Fuller’s  dldicatory 
sermon  went  Into  the  cornerstone, 
along  with  copies  of  The  Tie,  monthly 
news  magazine  of  the  Seminary;  a 
copy  of  “The  Abstract  of  Principles,’* 
articles  of  faith  signed  by  professors 
as  they  are  admitted  to  faculty  status; 
photographs  of  Seminary  buildings; 
press  clippings  and  current  newspap¬ 
ers;  The  Review  and  Expositor,  quar¬ 
terly  theological  publication  published 
by  the  Seminary  faculty;  and  a  copy 
of  Dr.  W.  O.  Carver’s  latest  book,

nulties  which  will  eventually  come 
due. 

The  relief  department  helped  sup¬ 
port  1,407  persons  last  year.  A  total 
of  $242,088  was  paid  to  beneficiaries. 
This  was  16.690  more  than  was  re¬ 
ceived  during  the  year,  so  that 
amount  had  to  come  out  of  the  relief 
reserve  funds.  This  cannot  long  con¬ 
tinue  before  the  reserve  will  be  ex¬ 
hausted,  so  Southern  Baptists  must 
increase  their  support  to  this  depart¬ 
ment  if  we  are  to  continue  to  care  for 
the  old  preachers  and  their  widows. 

Mississippi  was  one  of  the  states 
where  more  was  granted  than  was  re¬ 
ceived.  The  best  solution  to  this  prob¬ 
lem  is  for  our  churches  to  make 
special  offerings  for  this  cause.  We 
suggest  that  the  offering  be  taken  in 
connection  with  each  observance  of 
the  Lord’s  Supper.  If  this  is  done  the 
Board  will  have  enough  funds  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  all  worthy  persons  who  call 
on  it  for  help. 

The  Executive-Secretary  reported 
two  significant  transactions  of  the 
past  year.  One  was  the  sale  of  the 
Baptist  Building  in  Dallas,  and  the 
other  is  the  agreement  of  the  Board 
with  the  Baptist  General  Convention 
of  Texas  to  erect  a  new  Jointly-owned 
Baptist  building  to  be  located  Just 
across  the  street  from  Dallas  First 
Baptist  Church.  He  also  reported  on 
his  appearance  before  the  Senate 
Finance  Committee  in  Washington 
where  he  presented  our  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  opposition  to  the  extension  of 
Social  Security  Legislation  to  cover 
churches. 

While  the  Board  is  making  splendid 
progress,  it  is  in  need  of  increased 
support  by  the  denomination  If  it  is 
to  meet  its  responsibility  In  a  man¬ 
ner  commensurate  with  the  way  other 
denominations  are  providing  for  the 
aged  and  disabled  ministers.  There 
are  greatly  increased  needs  even  now, 
but  they  cannot  be  met  until  much 
more  money  is  available. 

The  personnel  of  the  executive  of¬ 
ficers,  the  local  Board  in  Dallas,  and 
the  executive  Committee  includes  not 
only  some  of  our  most  trusted  and 
beloved  pastors,  but  also  some  of  the 
mast,  successful  laymen  and  business¬ 
men  of  the  Southwest.  These  men 
serving  on  the  Board  are  giving  freely 
of  their  time  and  their  talents  that 
this  Board  may  wisely  and  success¬ 
fully  carry  on  its  work.

In  New  Zealand  deacons  are  not 
ordained,  but  are  elected  for  a  term 
of  four  years.  However,  the  rotation 
system  is  in  effect  but  all  terms  do 
not  expire  at  the  same  time. 

In  New  Zealand  churches  they  have 
their  "Week  of  Prayer”  for  all.  Here 
In  the  American  churches  we  have  It 
for  the  women.  During  the  week  of 
prayer,  the  seminary  students  being 
financially  short,  some  meals  are 
omitted  and  others  are  kept  down 
in  quanlty,  In  order  that  money  may 
be  saved  and  given  to  Missions. 

Another  difference  In  the  Ameri¬ 
cans  and  New  Zealand  Baptists  Is  the 
fact  that  there  are  no  paid  workers 
in  the  churches,  except  the  pastors. 

No  new  church  buildings  have  been 
erected  in  several  years  because  of 
government  building  restrictions,  nor 
many  long  trips  made  as  the  gauoline 
allowance  is  12  gallons  a  month.  A 
used  American  ear  sells  for  four  times 
the  price  in  this  country.  Pastor  Sher- 
burd  has  one  of  the  nicest  church- 
ewned  cars  in  New  Zealand.  It  is  a 
1937  Ford. 

Although  Mr.  Sherburd  did  not  brag 
about  It,  the  wri ter  was  able  to  elicit 
from  him  the  fact  that  there  are  only 
10,000  Baptists  in  the  country,  buf 
1M  missionaries,  or  about  one  mis¬ 
sionary  to  each  55  members.  If  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptists  did  as  weU  they  would 
have  6,654  foreign  missionaries. 

They  have  an  equally  good  record 
concerning  their  denominational  pap¬ 
er  known  as  “The  Baptist.”  The  cir¬ 
culation  Is  3,100,  almost  one  to  every 
three  members. 

H  Mississippi  Baptists  did  as  well, 
the  circulation  of  the  Baptist  Record 
would  be  122,000  instead  of  66.000.

We  have  consulted  the  Encyclope¬ 
dia  Britannica,  the  Encyclopedia 
Americana,  the  Schaff-Hertzog  En¬ 
cyclopedia  of  Religious  Knowledge, 
the  Catholic  Encyclopedia  and  some 
other  works.  While  there  are  a  few 
divergencies,  there  is  general  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  Catholic  Encyclopedia 
which  is,  of  course,  favorable  to  Lent! 
The  following  are  gathered  from  this 
work: 

1.  The  best  modern  scholars  reject 
the  view  that  the' Easter  fast  was  of 
Apostolic  institution.  We  remark  that 
this  agrees  with  Cassian  (A.D.  420). 
who.  said,  as  recorded  in  the  Encyclo¬ 
pedia  Americana,  that  the  practice 
was  not  primitive. 

2.  Irenaeus  *A.D.  1307-202?)  knew 
nothing  of  a  forty  days’  Easter  fast, 
nor  did  Tertullian  a  few  years  later. 
The  same  silence  prevails  in  the  pre- 
Nlcene  Fathers. 

i 

3.  The  evidence  “seems  much  to 
suggest  that  the  Church  in  the  Apos¬ 
tolic  Age  designed  to  commemorate 
the  Resurrection  of  Christ,  not  by  an 
annual,  but  by  a  weekly  celebration." 
We  observe  that  this  is  In  harmony 
with  sound  Baptist  practice. 

4.  .  .  .  “the  annual  Easter  festival 
was  something  super-imposed  by  a 
process  of  natural  development."  We 
remark  that  this  necessarily  puts  Lent 
in  the  same  category.  This  Catholic 
authority  thus  admits  that  Lent  is  un¬ 
known  to  the  New  Testament. 

5.  The  forty  days’  Lenten  fast  was 
first  mentioned  in  the  fifth  canon  of 
the  Council  of  Nicea,  A.D.  325.  which 
was  a  meeting  of  early  Catholics.  Of 
course,  there  were  preliminary  prac¬ 
tices  before  this  here  and  there  which 
led  up  to  the  full-fledged  Lenten  ob¬ 
servance. 

The  following  things  call  for  em¬ 
phasis  : 

1.  Lent  has  not  scriptural  sanction. 
It  was  “super-imposed." 

2.  It  originated  among  ceremonlal- 
ists  and  formalists,  who  had  departed 
from  the  faith. 

3.  It  arose  out  of  the  sacramental 
idea — the  notion  that  Baptism  and  the 
Lord’s  Supper  were  saving  ordinances 
Instead  of  simply  symbolic.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Schaff-Hertzog,  the  custom 
came  in  for  the  baptizer  and  the  can¬ 
didate  to  fast  and  for  the  Supper  to 
be  received  with  fasting,  and  out  of 
this  came  the  Easter  fast.  This  was 
after  the  sacramental  herecy  arose. 
And  among  those  who  stress  Lent  to¬ 
day,  the  ordinances  are  still  invested 
with  saving  significance  contrary  to 
New  Testament  teaching.  Many  seem 
to  think  that  somehow  the  Lenten  ob¬ 
servance  piles  up  saving  merit  for  the 
participants. 

Through  the  centuries  sound  Bap¬ 
tists  have  stood  solidly  against  the 
sacramental  idea.  Their  teaching  is 
that  people  are  saved  “by  grace  .  .  . 
through  faith  .  .  .  not  of  works”  (Eph. 
2:8-, 9).  They  observe  the  Lord’s  Day 
with  becoming  reverence,  since  such  is 
Indicated  in  the  Scriptures.  But  sound 
Baptists  have  had  nothing  to  do  with 
ecclesiastically  developed  sacramental 
“days”  of  human  appointment  (Rom. 
14:5,  6;  Gal.  4:10,  11;  Col.  2:14-16). 

The  editor  does  not  presume  to 
judge  unfavorably  the  motives  of  any¬ 
one  in  the  case.  But  In  all  earnestness. 
It  seems  to  him  that  Baptists  should 
take  no  part  in  Lenten  observances 
either  as  active  worshippers  or  as 
speakers.  It  is  inconsistent  with  grace, 
plays  into  the  hands  of  formalists  and 
gives  a  distinct  boost  to  the  sacra¬ 
mental  heresy. — Baptist  and  Reflector.

Richmond.  Va. —  (BP> — Southern 
Baptists  will  reorganize  mission  work 
in  the  Orient  to  keep  all  available 
missionaries  in  Communist  China  and 
the  surrounding  countries,  according 
to  a  plan  adopted  recently  in  the 
spring  meeting  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board.  The  action  is  based  on  recom¬ 
mendations  by  Dr.  Baker  James 
Cauthen,  secretary  to  the  Orient,  and 
Dr.  M.  Theron  Rankin,  general  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Board.  New  work  is 
planned  for  India,  Slam,  Korea,  In¬ 
donesia,  Malaya,  and  the  Philippines 
where  fifteen  Southern  Baptist  mis¬ 
sionaries  who  formerly  worked  in 
China  are  now  located. 

The  52  missionaries  still  in  Com¬ 
munist  China  will  stay  as  long  as 
possible  and  will  be  joined  by  others  if 
Communist  authorities  ease  entry  re¬ 
strictions.  Meanwhile,  plans  are  being 
made  to  redeploy  the  52  Chinese¬ 
speaking  missionaries  into  the  new 
fields  if  they  find  it  necessary  to 
leave  China. 

In  South  America,  Dr.  Everett  Fill, 

Jr.,  field  secretary,  was  authorized  to 
begin  operation  of  a  new  Spanish¬ 
speaking  seminary  at  Cali,  Columbia. 

Rev.  W.  L.  Cooper  will  serve  as  presi¬ 
dent  and  Anne  Margrett  as  directress 
of  women.  The  first  term  of  service 
for  Paraguay  was  shortened  to  four 
years  and  the  second  to  five  years. 

EDITOR'S  NOTE:  Mr.  Cooper  is  the 
soil  of  Rev.  W.  R.  Cooper  of  Jackson 


and  a  brother-in-law  of  State  Secre¬ 
tary-elect,  Rev.  Chester  Quarles  and 
Rev.  G.  Norman  Price,  pastor  of  Park¬ 
way  Church,  Jackson. 

New  interest  was  shown  in  the  use 
of  modern  devices  for  mission  work. 
Dr.  Everett  Gill,  Jr.,  announced  that 
tow  airplanes  had  been  purchased  for 
service  in  North  Brazil.  Fon  Schofield, 
director  of  visual  aids  for  the  Board, 
displayed  a  new  31 -minute  sound  film 
on  Africa,  actually  filmed  by  Mr. 
Schofield  in  Nigeria.  He  announced 
that  three  other  sound  films  from 
Africa  will  be  ready  soon.  The  Board 
authorized  him  to  make  further 
photographic  missions,  one  to  Hawaii 
in  1950  and  one  to  South  America  in 
1961. 

Frank  C.  Laubach,  internationally 
known  authority  in  the  Held  of  adult 
education,  was  invited  to  explain  his 
methods  to  the  Board  at  their  fan 
meeting,  October  10-11.  At  least  one 
Southern  Baptist  missionary  will  at¬ 
tend  the  Laubach  school  to  learn  thi* 
new  technique  of  mass  education  of 
illiterate  adults.  Dr.  Laubach  has  de¬ 
vised  a  plan  that  enables  one  person 
to  teach  a  large  group  of  people  to 
read  in  a  short  time.

A  Song  Leader  In  Every  Church 

It  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  article 
to  give  the  Idea  that  congregational 
singing  is  impossible  where  a  song 
leader  is  not  used,  but  to  emphasize 
the  well  known  fact  that  a  good 
song  leader  will  aid  greatly  In  pro¬ 
moting  a  great  program  of  congrega¬ 
tional  singing.  Suggestions  are  listed 
below. 

Purpose  of  Having  A  Leader:  It  has 
been  found  that  much  of  the  work 
and  responsibility  in  the  services  will 
be  taken  from  the  shoulders  of  the 
preacher  by  the  song  leader.  It  has 
been  found  that  more  people  Join  in 
the  singing  if  a  leader  stands  before 
them.  Better  music  will  be  planned  H 
the  right  person  is  selected  to  lead 
the  singing.  Briefly,  the  song  leader 
is  to  assist  in  leading  the  people  into 
a  spirit  of  worship  through  better 
singing. 

Church  Responsibility  in  Selecting 
a  Leader:  Musicianship  plus  a  person 
with  deep  spiritual  concepts  make  a 
most  acceptable  song  leader.  However, 
It  is  not  absolutely  necessary  to  have 
a  professional  musician  to  serve  as 
song  leader.  In  selecting  a  leader,  the 
church  should  select  a  spiritual  Chris¬ 
tian,  a  person  who  will  cooperate 
with  the  pastor,  a  person  who  has 
some  native  ability  which  will  enable 
him  to  learn  more  about  music  and 
how  to  lead  more  efficiently,  a  per¬ 
son  who  Is  willing  to  study,  and  make 
an  effort  to  learn  more  music,  a  per¬ 
son  who  will  be  willing  to  give  some 
time  to  the  planning  of  the  music 
program,  and  a  person  who  will  give 
some  time  to  the  development  of 
choirs  and  special  groups  In  the 
church  membership  These  require¬ 
ments  are  not  too  heavy  for  a  per¬ 
son  who  Is  In  charge  of  such  an  Im¬ 
portant  phase  of  the  church  work  as 
the  music  program

VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOL 

It  was  good  that  we  could  report  to 
you  that  last  year  we  had  925  Vaca¬ 
tion  Bible  schools— 22  of  them  being 
Mission  schools  and  29  being  Negro 
— and  that  our  enrollment  ex¬ 
ceeded  75,000. 

Since  Vacation  Bible  schools  are  to 
help  the  pupils,  there  should  be  as 
many  as  possible,  for  as  many  days 
as  possible,  and  three  hours  every  day 
If  possible,  and  for  every  age  group 
from  the  Beginner  through  the  Inter¬ 
mediate.  Ten  days,  three  hours  a  day; 
Preparation  Day  also;  and  all  four 
departments  or  age  groups — Beginner, 
Primary,  Junior,  Intermediate.  It 
as  much  work  to  get  ready  for 
a  five-day  as  a  ten-day  school;  for  a 
two-hour-a-day  school  as  three  hours; 
for  two  departments  as  four;  and  it 
costs  almost  as  much.  The  pupils  get 
ten  times  as  much  from  a  ten-day  as 
a  five-day  school. 

Many  are  planning  for  Vacation 
Bible  schools  now.  This  is  the  best 
time  to  do  it.  If  we  do  not  get  this 
planned  early,  many  things  may  slip 
in  and  make  our  schedule  so  full  that 
we  would  not  have  a  school.  We  are 
anxious  for  you  to  have  a  school  and 
we  Invite  your  requests  for  materials 
or  for  other  help  that  we  may  be  able 
to  give.

Mississippi  Baptists  broke  all  records 
in  the  month  of  February  in  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  organizing  new  Brotherhoods. 
We  reported  seventeen  (17)  new 
Brotherhoods  to  the  8outhwide  office 
in  Memphis,  but  actually  there  were 
twenty  (20).  At  the  time  of  ohr  report, 
we  did  not  have  a  list  of  the  officers 
for  three  (3)  of  the  Brotherhoods  that 
were  organised.  This  number  about 
doubles  any  record  we  have  ever  made 
in  any  one  month.  In  addition  to  the 
twenty  (20)  local  Brotherhoods,  we 
organized  two  (2)  new  Associational 
Brotherhoods;  namely,  Bolivar  Coun¬ 
ty  and  Sunflower  County.' 

The  first  third  of  this  Convention 
year  we  have  organized  thirty-nine 
(39)  new  Brotherhoods.  This  number 
is  about  two  thirds  of  what  we  nor¬ 
mally  organize  in  a  twelve  months 
period.  There  seems  little  doubt  that 
we  shall  organise  approximately  one 
hundred  Brotherhoods  in  this  Con¬ 
vention  year.  A  multitude  of  Baptist 
pastors  and  laymen  are  assisting  in 
making  this  record  possible.  We  de¬ 
sire  to  give  thanks  to  everyone  who 
has  assisted  in  any  way  in  promoting 


REV.  EDWARD  L.  BYRD 

Rev.  Edward  L.  Byrd  has  resigned 
as  the  pastor  of  the  Highland  Church, 
Meridian,  to  accept  the  pastorate  of 
the  First  Church  of  Florence,  South 
Carolina. 

The  Florence  Church  has  been 
without  a  pastor  since  the  resignation 
of  Dr.  Harold  W.  Seever,  who  resigned 
to  become  the  pastor  of  the  Dauphin 
Way  Church  of  Mobile. 

Mr.  Byrd  has'  been  with  the  Meri¬ 
dian  church  for  five  years  and  ?ight 
months.  During  this  time  there  have 
been  693  additions  to  the  church,  a 
net  gain  in  membership  of  300.  The 
church  now  has  more  than  1000  mem¬ 
bers  with  Sunday  School  attendance 
above  500  and  Training  Union  at¬ 
tendance  around  200. 

The  total  offerings  of  this  period 
amount  to  229,800.  The  church  now 
has  $73,000  in  its  building  fund  and 
construction  on  units  of  the  new 
church  facilities  will  begin  early  in 
1951.  The  new  church  will  be  located 
on  a  new  site  in  the  heart  of  resi¬ 
dential  Meridian,  which  location  in¬ 
cludes  nine  and  three-quarters  acres. 
.The  new  property  has  been  paid  for, 
and  the  paving  around  it,  which  items 
amounted  to  approximatly  $6,000.  A 
temporary  annex  has  been  built  and 
paid  for  on  the  old  location  at  a 
cost  of  $6,000.  Various  other  appreci¬ 
able  items  have  been  invested  in  the 
improvement  of  the  church  property. 

Six  young  people  have  left  the 
church  to  prepare  themselves  for  full¬ 
time  Christian  service. 

Mr.  Byrd’s  resignation  is  effective 
April  15,  and  he  will  assume  his  duties 
in  the  South  Carolina  city  toward  the 
end  of  that  month. 

He  now  serves  as  a  trustee  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Woman’s  College,  Hattiesburg, 
and  also  as  the  Mississippi  member 
of  the  Social  Service  Commission  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.

Nothing  but  the  blood 
of  Jesas  can  change  black  sin  to  white 
holiness.  That  can  do  it.  does  do  it,  and 
has  done  it  for  everyone  in  that  countless 
throng  before  the  throne.  And  the  same 
blood  sanctifies  and  cleanses  so  that  the 
redeemed  may  in  it  wash  white  their 
earth  stains.  (3)  Salvation.  On  this  ac¬ 
count  and  no  other,  the  saved  are  pre¬ 
sented  faultless  before  the  throne  of 
God  Through  the  Mood  they  have  enter¬ 
ed  into  the  Holiest. 

(4)  Activity.  The  saved  are  on  active 
thity  in  heaven.  They  serve  God  “day 
and  night"  which  means  constantly,  for 
"there  shall  be  no  night  there.”  They

<•>  Shepherd.  Here  is  the  source,  the 
secret,  the  security  of  heavenly  joy  and 
peace.  “The  Lamb  which  is  in  the  midst 
(or  center)  of  the  throne.”  As  forecast 
(Isa,  49:10*;  (Micah  5:4)  he  will  guide 
and  lead  and  shepherd  eternally. 

(9)  Privilege.  Not  Into  a  desert  to  die  of 
thirst  will  the  Good  Shepherd  lead  his 
flock  but  at  length  unto  fountains  af 
waters  of  life  or  “the  water-springs  at 
life”  bn  the  better  country. 

(10)  Hapghwws.  Every  tear  shall  he 
wiped  away  by  God  himself  who  will 
never  allow  another  eye  to  brim  with 
sorrow  (Isa.  25:8:  Rev.  21:4).

To  Public  Schools 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.-(RNS)— Pro¬ 
posals  to  confine  Federal  eduaction 
aid  to  public  schools  were  rejected  by 

the  House  Labor  and  Education  Com¬ 
mittee. 

By  a  21  to  3  vote,  the  Committee 
turned  down  an  amendment  offered 
by  Rep.  Andrew  Jacobs,  Indiana  Dem¬ 
ocrat,  specifying  that  Federal  aid 
money  should  go  only  to  public,  tax- 
supported  schools. 

The  Committee  also  refused  approv¬ 
al  of  an  even  broader  restriction,  of¬ 
fered  by  Rep.  Graham  A.  Barden  (D., 
N.  C.),  which  would  also  limit  the  aid 
to  public  schools  only. 

This  means  aid  for  Catholic  schools.

Strange  Fires  On 
Baptists  Altars 

By  WALTER  POPE  BOfNS 

President,  William  Jewell  College 

Since  tearing  the  pastorate  I  have 
had  opportunities  to  visit  other 
churches.  For  the  most  part,  the  pas¬ 
tors  are  preaching  sound  doctrine  and 
the  churches  are  growing  In  power 
and  usefulness,  but  I  hare  also  wit¬ 
nessed  a  new  and  strange  oeremony 
in  Baptist  churches — the  "Dedication 
of  Babies." 

This  ritual  was  unknown  to  me  un¬ 
til  quite  recent  years.  Who  wrote  this 
new  Baptist  ritual  and  where  did 
the  unknown  author  get  the  idea? 

These  Baptist  pastors  do  not  use 
water  in  there  ceremony.  They  care¬ 
fully  and  scrupulously  avoid  use  of 
the  word  “baptism."  It  is  as  if  we 
are  saying  to  the  parents:  “We  can¬ 
not  baptise  your  baby  because  that 
is  contrary  to  Baptist  teaching,  but 
we  will  perform  a  substitute  cere¬ 
mony  which  will  be  exactly  like  a 
baptism  with  the  exception  of  the 
actual  use  of  water— and  we  will  have 
to  call  it  a  ‘dedication.’ " 

Why  do  our  Baptist  churches  have 
to  imitate  Infant  baptism?  Are  we 
afraid  that  pedo-Baptist  churches 
will  get  ahead  of  us  unless  we  get 
a  ceremony  to  compete  with  their 
baptism  of  infants? 

One  of  the  distinguished  marks  of 
Baptists  has  been  their  emphasis 
upon  the  competency  of  the  Individ¬ 
ual  soul  to  deal  directly  with  God 
without  the  intervention  of  parent, 
priest,  or  sacrament.  This  rules  out 
Infant  baptism  and  all  other  forms 
of  proxy  religion.  We  believe  that 
only  those  should  be  baptized  who 
have  already  exercised  saving  faith. 
Therefore  we  have  not  hitherto  been 
ashamed  that  we  do  not  baptize  In¬ 
fants. 

Do  the  promoters  of  this  new  Bap¬ 
tist  ritual  contend  that  H  to  not  a 
baptism,  that  it  is  a  dedication,  that 
it  is  in  fact  more  a  dedication  of  the 
parents  than  the  babies?  Of  course. 
It  is  not  Infant  baptism,  but  it  is  a 
patent  and  palpable  imitation  of  in¬ 
fant  baptism.  If  it  is  simply  a  dedi¬ 
cation,  why  does  it  Just  happen  to 
be  a  dedication  of  babies? 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  parents  have 
no  right  and  no  power  to  dedicate 
their  babies.  An  individual  cannot 
dedicate  anyone  exeept  himself  or 
herself.  When  the  child  comes  to 
yean  of  accountability  he  can  dedi¬ 
cate  himself  and  only  himself.  This 
is  the  Baptist  doctrine — and  the  New 
Testament  doctrine. 

If  this  new  ceremony  is  only  the 
dedication  of  the  fathers  and  mothers 
to  their  task  as  parents,  why  are  they 
asked  to  bring  their  babies  down  to 
the  front  of  the  church  to  have  the 
minister  place  his  hands  upon  their 
heads  exactly  as  is  done  in  infant 
baptism?  Can  anyone  believe  that  this 


Zurich  Seminary  Has 
Great  Impact  On 
European  Baptists 

Richmond,  Va.— (BP)— The  new 
Baptist  seminary  in  Zurich,  is  the 
stone  that  will  help  David  attack 
Goliath,  according  to  Dr.  Josef  Nor- 
denhaug.  editor  of  The  Commission, 
who  has  Just  returned  from  a  six 
weeks  inspection  tour  of  the  school 
and  its  possibilities.  “Baptists  of  Eu¬ 
rope.”  he  said,  ‘have  been  living  half- 
afraid  in  the  presence  of  a  giant  all 
because  of  an  Inferiority  complex  in¬ 
side  themselves."  He  was  referring  to. 
a  gigantic  state  and  institutional 
churches  of  Europe.  His  point  was 
that  the  seminary  In  Zurich  would 
give  the  Baptists  of  Europe  a  post¬ 
graduate  school,  not  competitive  with 
the  national  seminaries,  strong 
enough  to  supply  a  vigorous  trained, 
confident  Baptist  leadership. 

I  The  seminary,  organised  last  year, 
has  28  students  from  15  countries. 

They  must  work  five  hours  a  week 
and  may  work  ten.  The  first  five 
hours  applies  on  their  board  and 
tuition.  They  are  paid  for  the  other 
five  hoars.  They  live  four  in  a  room, 
much  too  crowded  for  effective  work, 
in  Nordenhaug’s  opinion.  There  are 
two  Methodists  from  Austria.  The  rest 
are  Baptists,  one  of  them  a  former 
Roman  Catholic  priest  and  another  a 
Ph.  D  graduate  from  the  University 
•f  Hamburg.  English  is  used  as  the 
basic  language. 

On  a  tour  of  Europe,  investigating 
the  impact  of  the  seminary  on  Bap¬ 
tist  thinking,  Dr.  Nordenhaug  found 
that  It  had  universally  caught  the 
Imagination  of  people  and  was  regard¬ 
ed  as  the  most  significant  venture  in 
European  Baptist  life  In  100  years. 

In  Austria,  a  Methodist  bishop  de¬ 
clared,  “Most  significant  thing  that 
has  been*  done  for  evangelical  Christ¬ 
ianity  in  the  recent  history  of  Eu¬ 
rope.” 

O.  K.  Armstrong,  American  Jour¬ 
nalist  who  spent  four  days  at  the  some 
school,  said,  “Here  is  one  of  the  finest 
things  Baptists  have  done  In  the  old 
world." 

“The  seminary  will  bring  a  revival 
of  concern,”  Nordenhaug  declared. 

“it  will  teach  Christianity  as  some¬ 
thing  that  moves  out  into  the  hearts 
of  men  and  not  as  something  to  be 
underscored  In  a  book.”
